and one class room had l>cen 
completely redecorated. "All 

other classrooms have Iwen par- 
tially redecorated and their 
decoration will he completed In 
due time. U Is recommended 
that the basement walls find 
floors be painted with suitable 
concrete paint. A red color Is 
recommended for. the floors. 
The gymnasium floor has been 
resurfaced and waxed. It will 
receive further treatment in the 
near future. All classrooms 
have been provided with 300- 
watt bulbs to improve the light- 
ing An the redecorallon pro- 
gram proceeds we recommend 
that the ceilings ho decorated 

With light-reflecting paint and 
that a survey be made of present 
lighting facilities. Filing cab- 
inets have been placed in all 
three commercial rooms." 

Tin: repot t said that there was 
a total enrolment of "340 pupils, 
of which 154 were boys -and 192

terim high school assistant's cer- 
tificate, and will receive It in due 
course. All other teachers ore 
legally qualified for their pres- 
ent duties. 

"The standard of teaching in 
ibis school is good. Teaching 
methods are generally conduc- 
ive- to pupil activity. We mode 
.'ome suggestions regarding 
methods, especially to new mem- 
bers of the staff. It is hoped 
that these may lead to further

The inaugural meeting of 
Newmarket public school board 
was held on Friday night follow- 
ing short meeting of lost year's 
board that saw the business of 
last year cleaned up. 

During the meeting of the 19 16 
board, R. L, Pritchard, secretary- 
treasurer of the board, read ^he- 
financial statement of the board 
for the year just ended.* He said 
that after the outstanding 
cheques had been cashed, the 
board would have a bank balance 
of $27.33, as compared to a bank 
balance of $1.45 at the end of 
1015. 

Provincial government grants 
during 1910 totalled 516,933.95, 
Mr. PrHchard said. The town 
levy totalled $19,000. Interest 
amounted to $1.64. Non-resident 
fees totalled $935. Separate 
school fees amounted to $12 and 
$12.15 was received miscellane- 
ously. Total receipts were 
$30,019.10. 

The cost of instruction to the 
board was $23,143.78. The cost 
of instruction supplies was $C06.- 
22. Totil cost of administration 
was $644.17. The cost of school 
plant operation was listed at 
$6,895.03. The cost of plant 
maintenance was $3,140.26. ..Cost 
of auxiliary agencies was $193.- 
60. Interest amounted to $1 
while capital outlays totalled 
$393. Total disbursements, were 
$36,021.80. The resulting balance 
was $27.33. 

C. Morden Carter reported 
that he had received no official 
word about the projector that 
has been ordered by the board. 
He said that no fillings had as 
yet been purchased but that this 
would be taken care of immedi- 
ately. 

H. A. Jackson, supervising 
principal of the three schools, 
reported that W. Dobson had 
ordered the supplies that he 
needed for his manual training 
rlfi&es. He said that the pianos 
had not been tuned but that he 
would pet in touch with the hu."r 
on Saturday. 

Mr. Carter said that he hil 
received no raply to his request 
for prices on educational trips.

R. L. Prit- 
rhard said that he had been in 
touch with the company front 
which Uie* seats were ordered 
and hed been told that deliver 
would be made In* Ihe near fu- 
ture. 

Mr. Carter reported that an 
evtluator had gone over all of 
the school buildings and had 
iccommemUd an Iivcrer.se In -in- 
surance coverage of 43 percent- 
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NEW HOARD 
Following the final session of 
the 1010 school board, the inaug- 
ural meeting of the 1947 public 
school hoard was held. The new 
board consists of Rudy Rc-nzius, 
Dr. G. E. Case, C. Morden Carter 
and Mrs. N. ly Mathews of Die 
old board any Kred A. Hall and 
J. 8, Bastedd who were •elected 
to the board this year for the 
first time. 

Rudy Renzfus was elected 
chairman of the board for ,1917. 
C. Morden Carter was elected 
vice-chairman. The board re- 
appointed Mrs. O. P. Hamilton 
as attendance officer at a salary 
of $275 a year, $25 more than 
she received last year. R. L. 
Pritchard was re-appointed as 
secretary-treasurer of the board, 
also at a salary of $275, $25 more 
than he received last year. 

R. D. Brown was reappointed 
as the public school board's rep- 
resentative ' on the high school 
board for a one-year term, while 
Mrs. W. R. Stephens was re- 
appointed to the public library 
board for three years.

izens* Band, the concert to take- 
place if possible at the Newmar- 
ket arena on May 30.

MUST DISCRIMINATION 
■BE CONTINUED? .

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NEW PICKETING LAW 
NOT MENTIONED 
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TOu Financial Post hist week, headlined u re- 
port of proposed. federal labor, legislation which 
is to be brought before parliament v/licn M re- 
convenes. According to the Post, the now act is 
intended to supplement the wartime order-in- 
councl), I*C 1003, and contains fiojne of the recom- 
mendations of Die house committee set up. during 
the steel strike lost summer lo enquire into -the 
causes of. industrial unrest. 

The Post pays that the rnajoi' differences be- 
tween the old measure and (be proposed bill -to 
the grunting of specific rjjjhts to, management, 
rlghte formerly implied or unstated. One im- 
provement, from Die employer's point of vjew, \n 
Ills right to apply for a vote lo determine whether 
the union still represents- a majority of his em- 
ployees. 

An argument against the "e-V.ed shop" is*hai 
it is possible for a union lo continue as a bargain- 
ing -agent In perpetuity even though it ceases to 
represent the majority of the employees. The 
above provision in the proposed legislation would 
set as A cheek ngainst It. "Hie Post states that this 
provision is a modified version of the secret 'vote 
recommendation of the parliamentary committee. 

Other provisions prevent or^ani/hiy during 
working hours. i;ive penalties for breach of con- 
tract by employer and employees, and the nam- 
ing of n Superior Court Judge as referee 1o in- 
vestigate employee complaints of discrimination. 
Nowhere- in the Financial Post report, however. Is 
there any reference to picketing law, the re- 
vision of which was also recommended by the 

house committee. 

As Die law is now on the books, it is illegal for 
pickets to prevent the access or exit of non-strik- 
ing personnel. Yet in recent major atrikec, strik- 
ing workmen made an airtight -picket lino a 
major phase of their strategy. In some Instances, 
efforts were made lo open the picket lines by 
police action. In other instances, notably at 
Hamilton, there was no attempt to enforce the 
law. * 

Because of this Inconsistency, strike strategy 
has developed into a case of getting there first 
with the most. Union leaders reason that the 
larger the picket line, the less chance there is 
that police will act to, enforce the law because of 
the numbers involved in any subsequent street 
fight. If a law cannot be enforced in its present 
form, than it must be changed immediately or 
struck from the books. A lav/ that can be broken 

serves only to encourage lawlessness. 



HIGH SCHOOL FOR 
COMMUNITY USE 

Recreation projects went ahead by leaps and 
bounds in 1340, and it looks as if that progress is 
going to l*e continued in 1947. In February, the 
Newmarket Dramatic club plans to compete la 
the- drama festival at Hail House, University of. 
Toronto, and if successful there, will go on lo 
dominion-wide competition at London, Ont. Kven 
the club's most enthusiastic boosters didn't expect 
such rapid advancement this year. Tire New- 
market Music society has also laid plans for a 
concert in the near future, and it, too, should 
excite* much comment. 

The Newmarket high school board has made a 
signal contribution towards fostering recreation 
projects with the opening up of school facilities 
to non-school groups, beginning with the revived 
badminton club. The board made known its 
policy before Christmas when it told a delegation 
from the Newmarket Community Recreation 
Council that it would co-operate in every way 
possible provided that arrangements could be 
made for supervision on behalf of the, board to 
see that any privileges in the use of the school 
were not abused. This difficulty has now been 
overcome by the employment of a second, care- 
taker. ' • 

It is unfortunate that the use of the high school 
in the past by non-school groups has not always 
been successful There are those individuals who 
would treat public property with the greatest of 
disrespect, never realizing in their carelessness 
that the damage they might do has lo lw paid in 
part from their own pockets through taxes. At 
the same time, insurance regulations on the 
school a«? strict and- must be enforced. In the 
past, different school hoards have perhaps over- 
emphasized this aspect in limiting the use of' the 
school by non-school groups, but the provision of 
a school employee to be otf hand at nights ■ is a 
happy settlement of tire probVm.

' in Toronto, Marlon Anderson, noted contralto, 
was refused admission to the club because of her' 
color a few months ago. Instances t>? 'diccrimln- 
ation hove been on the Increase since the end of 
the war, and are likely to continue co unless 

■ something Is done to retard them. Unfortunately, 
the Racial Discrimination Act, passed In 10M, has 
never been interpreted to mean that aue'h dis- 
criminatory practices arc illegal. Tire argument 
against such an interpretation has always been 
that it would violate a democratic principle, that 
to say to a theatre-owner (for example), "You 
must admit this man lo a pi.'i7.vrr//anco In -your 
theatre regardless of his race, creed, or color," is 
to violate the domocatlc principles of ownership. 
Yet these discriminations that are being prac- 
ticed today violate every oilier principle, dem- 
ocratic £tr Christian, that regulates the lives of 
the people in Q democratic state. 

The Racial Discrimination Act as it -now stands 
reads: "1. No person shall (a) publish or display 
or cause to be published or displayed or, <h) per- 
mit to be published or displayed on lands or 
premises or in a newspaper, through a radio 
broadcasting station or by means of any other 
medium which he owns or controls, any notice, 
sign, symbol, emblem or other representation in- 
dicating discrimination, or an hiteultoh to dis- 
criminate, against any person or any class of per- 
sons for any purpose because of the race or creed 
of such person or class of persons." 

It is to bo hoped than either an amendment 
will be made to this net in the near future, or 
that the present act will be interpreted to forbid 
the acts of discrimination being openly practised 

• today.

MUST BE LIMITED 

.With the provision of a second janitor at the 
,Newmarket high school, the high school board is 
in a position to enable non-school groups to make 
greater use of the high school facilities. The 
Newmarket badminton club is using the gym- 
nasium weekly, and there is no question that the 
board's policy also includes a wider use of the 
auditorium. 

In the past, the Newmarket town hall auditor- 
iiumihas been the only one regularly available to 
the dramatic club and similar organizations. The 
arguments in its favor ore the acoustics, its size 
and its central location. The objection lo its use 
is that the building is a potential death trap. 
:!>hould',ihore be a panic when there was a large 
audience- in the town hall, its inadequate exits 
•would-be turned into slaughter pens by the rush 
of people leaving the ball. 

The propei ty committee of the Newmarket 
down (Council recently completed a thorough in- 
«pcction'Of the town hall and we understand that 
the reactions of tire members were generally that 
the building should be condemned. It is lo be 
■bc V Gd -that there will be speedy action. The 
building has increasingly frequent use with a 
corresponding greater risk to those who use it. 

Until there is a definite decision on. the town 
hall, cilhc-noutright condemnation or provision of 
fcafe exits, it -Is to be hoped that those who would 
ordinarily use the auditorium there will transfer 
their activities to the high school, despite its dis- 
advantage of size and location. A smaller 
audience, if such should result, is not to be com- 
pared with an uneasy conscience. 

At the same time, those disadvantages may be 
put to use in entouraging action on the construc- 
tion of a memorial hall such as has been mooted 
for the past several years. The argument favor- 
ing a delay in the construction of a new hall is 
that building costs are too high at present. There 
is nothing to prevent, however, the- initiation of 
subscription lists, the drawing up of plans, the 
choice of the site, being done now. 

The town hall must be replaced. Let there be 
action now, instead of talk.

Tin's v/cek around 25 employ- 
ees of the T. Sfsman Shoe Com- 
pany hove been temporarily laid 
oft work, and from oil appcor- 
oncc3 more will be laid off next 
week. Under the firm's agree- 
ment with the union, the senior- 
ity rule prevails except in the 
case of key employees, so that 
those who have been Iolcl off are 
the younger and junior employ- 
ees. 

Cause of the slump In produc- 
tion Is that the firm at Oshav/a. 
which supplies about 75 percent 
of the firm's leather, Is unable 
to Eupply it. The balance of the 
leather which Is purchased else- 
where cannot, in most coses, be 
Increased, because the firms all 
have quotas for -their customers. 

"There h a general shortage of 
hides and leather on the Cana- 
dian mnrkc t," vice-president 
John E. Slsrnan said. "It would 
appear likely that it will be 
some weeks, even after the sup- 
ply, is available to the tanners, 
before leather is available. We 
are doing everything possible to 
obtain new supplies, and arc 
endeavoring to carry on as long 
as we can without laying off 
more employees. The firm has 
plenty of orders, and wc are as 
anxious as possible to keep up 
production. V/e hope that the 
employees that have been laid 
off will be hack to v/ork soon."

The Bangay line finally 
came through with a jjoal, Nick 
doing the honors as brother Bob 
and Chuck Nesbitt set the play 
up at 7,33.

''Sweet, you are a very lucky 
chap. The Jury has taken a lenlr 
ent view of the facts. I'm sorry 
but I can't agree with them," 
Coroner Dr. C. J. Devins, Aurora, 
told Norman J. Sweet, Holland 
Landing, following a coroner's 
jury verdict on Monday night. 
The jury had been investigating 
the death of 14-year-old Gordon 
Andrews, Oak Ridges, killed on 

the highway on December 20 by 

an automobile driven by Sweet. 
The inquest got underway at 
8.15 p.m. and 17 witnesses were 
heard. The jury brought in its 
verdict at 12.45. The verdict v/as 
that "the accident was due to 
adverse v/eather conditions and 
no blame can be attached to any 
one". 

Crux of the evidence was 
whether or not there had been 
a car on the highway that Street 
had turned out to pass just prior 
to the accident. ' Sweet and his 
two companions, Earl Atkfnson 
and Kenneth Harrnan, Holland 
Landing, said a car had suddenly 
loomed in front of thern on the 
highway and that they had turn- 
ed out to pass it when the boy 
appeared in the path of the car. 
Witnesses >on foot could not recall 
such a car, although none had 
seen the actual accident, but they 
had observed within a few sec- 
onds prior to and after the acci- 
dent, i 

When asked by the coroner if 
the jury had belfeved that a car 
such as Sweet described v/as on 
the highway, Foreman J. H. 
Knov/les said that the evidence, 
in the jury's opinion, did not 
prove whether one v/as there or 
not He said that the jury had 
given the driver the benefit of 
the doubt. 

"I don't believe the car was 
there. I must make a report to 
the Crown contrary to your ver- 
dict," safel Coroner Devins. 

Kir. st v/itm ; ; called was George 
Mclntyre, Oak Ridges, who iden- 
tified the body. Or. G. W. Wil- 
liams, Aurora, who performed 
the autopsy, said death had 
occurred from severe shock, an 
internal hemorrhage as a result 
of a ruptured kidney and a break 
in the vertebrae of the neck. 
Dr. Crawford Hose, who attend- 
ed at the time of the accident, 
said that an attempt had unsuc- 
cessfully been made to secure 
ambulance service at Aurora and 
Richmond Hill and one had fin- 
ally been secured at Newmarket. 
Medical aid, however, could not 
have saved the boy's life. 

Sixteen-year-old Jack An- 
drews, brother of Gordon, told of 
meeting his brother on the high- 
way. Gordon was bringing his 
hockey equipment from his home 
and was. walking north on the 
west side of the highway, Jack 
said. Jack had been off the 
pavement and his brother had 
been walking just on the edge of 
the pavement, he said. He had 
not s(-<:n or heard anything until 
he heard "what sounded like a 
flat tire", and the., he saw his 
brother fly through the air and 
the car crash into a pole ahead. 
Hans Styrmo, a neighbor, told 
of measuring the skid marks. 
The car had gone about 80 feet 
from where the boy's cap had 
been found to -where the body 
was lying in a ditch about ten 
feet off the highway. It was 



about 50 feet further 'to Jric.pole, 
Styrrno said. After the accident, 
the driver had said he had pulled 
out to miss a hitch-hiker, tho 
witness testified. 

Styrmo's evidence was con- 
firmed by Bert 'Andrews, fafher 
of the boy, who said his son had 
left home about 7.30 p.m. to meet 
his brother. 

JohnlTopper, Oak Ridges mer- 
chant, told of hearing the tele- 
phone call, from Jack Andrews- > 
to the Andrews home,- which had 
brought Gordon to Vonge St. 
v/ith the hockey equipment. 
Sv/eet had told him he tried 'to. 
pass a car in front of him, he 
said. The accident hed occurred 
just south of his store. 

Barbara Humphrey and Cath- 
erine fc'oc-rter, who were walking 
on Yonge St., told of hearing the 
crash, and of' -looking back to- 
wards the accident in time to 
see young Andrews tossed into 
the ditch. They had seen no 
other car corning north. . 

Joan Teravainen and Shirley 
Ryman, who were walking on 
the other side of the road, saw 
the two boys but saw no car, 
other than the one involved, on 
the highway. There were cars 
parked in Topper's lane, they 
said. Albert Patchell had also 
seen the boys on the highway 
but had seen no other car,, he 
said. 

Norman Sweet, driver of the 
car,' said that he had left Toronto 
about p.m. He was travelling 
at about 30 miles an hour, when, 
he saw a car slowing to a stop 
in front of him. V/hen he v/as 
about ten or 15 .feet behind it he 
turned out, and he then saw the 
boy, about three feet in front of 
him. Driving conditions were 
not good, but he "could ;«■ all 

right." 

Earl Atkinson and Kenneth 

ifarman, Tiding in the front Eeat 
with Sweet, told the same story. 
Atkinson said that the car in 
front "appeared very suddenly.' 1 
He didnot see it again. 
Provincial Constable William 

Melbourne told of ^measuring 
marks which had bjtn pointed 
out to him, but he had arrived 
after the accident had happened, 
and it was snowing. From 
where the boy's hat was found 
to where the body lay v/as &5 
/eet, Constable Melbourne said. 
'Fifty feet further on was the 
post. Constables Gordon 1-ong 
and Victor Proctor also gaVe 
evidence. 

The jury was composed of Wil- 
fred Adams, El wood Davis, Dr. 
G. A. C. Gunton, J. H. Knowles, 
Gordon Stoult and Frank Under- 
bill. 

"Your car must^be under con- 
trol at all timesf to that it will 
never be a menace* to others us- 
ing the highway," commented 
Coroner Devins, when the ver- 
dict v/as given. 

"The idea lhat a victim of an 
accident should not be removed 
before authorities arrive' Is 
erroneous. If there is any indi- 
cation that the victim is still 
alive, he or she should be care- 
fully moved to a comfortable 
place where treatment can bo 
administered," Dr. Devins said. 
Crown Attorney Arleigh Ann- 
strong was absent through ill- 
ness, and the Andrews family 
was represented by T. A M. 
Hulse of Aurora.

In addition to the organ, the 
ii'iiis of this congregation were 
noteworthy.
